Study To Show Thyself Ap- 
proved Unto God 
F..J. Lee 

Thy word is alamp unto my 
feet, and alight unto my path. 
—Psalm 119:105. 

It is said that in olden times, 
people often attached a lamp to 
their feet when walking 50 as 
to give light right on the path. 

We notice that the Psalmist 
says, lamp and light. We may 
wonder how the Word can be 
both lamp and light. We will 
hear Solomon the ‘wise man. 
“Thy commandment is a lamp; 
and the law is light.” In order 
that we walk in the light we 
must respect His command- 
ments. We must bind them to 
us in such-a way that we will 
delight in them. In the walks of 
life if we are tempted to break 
any of the commandments, we 
should draw them a little closer 
to us and let the law of the 
Lord shine out in our everyday 
walks, prompted and ‘illuminat- 
ed by the oil of the Holy Ghost. 

Many have not learned ‘to .ap- 
preciate the Word of God as 
they should. Have we been 
able to realize that the Word is 
every thing to-us. It is a lamp 
cleanly polished. It is well trim- 


med. Thatis, there is no ‘fool- 


ishness within its pages. ‘It is 
full of oil and its supply is un- 
limited. It gives confidence to 
those who use it by which to 
walk. It guides over difficult 
places. It shows upthe dan- 
gerous places. It is a night-light 
in the valley of ‘the shadow of 
death. 

ILLUSTRATION.—We are 
told that in the Oriental coun- 
tries, the natives often fasten a 
small light to each foot for 
night travel. This is to frighten 
reptiles -and:poisonous ‘insects 
that are crawling on the ground. 
As each foot is lifted ‘forward, 
ithey scamper away, and a safe 
place is made on which to place 
the foot. —From -Dr. Palmer, 
Winona Bible Conference. 

The Word of-God is not only 
a lamp, but it is a fire that burns 
into the hearts of men. “Is not 
‘my word like as a fire saith the 
Lord.” It is also a, hammer 
which bursts stony hearts.” “‘Is 
not my word * * * like a‘ham- 
mer that breaketh the rock in 
pieces?” 

ILLUSTRATION.—One time 
a certain minister passed by ana 

a man kneeling and with a 
hammer ‘he was breaking 
eces large rocks. The min- 
r said, “I wish that I could 
tak stony hearts with the 
ord of God as easily .as you 
pak these stones. ” 
boked at the minister and said, 
ave you ever tried it on your 
knees?” The Word of God will 
break stony hearts if it is.back- 
‘ed up by prayer. 
Drink More Milk 
The Word of God is represent- 
ed as being’a sword. Jesus told 
his disciples to sell “their gar- 
ments and buy a sword if ‘they 
didn’t have one. Peter actually 
’ yhad with him a literal sword and 
with it out off Malchus’ ear, but- 
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‘to those of a_ full age. 
The man 





Jesus made him put up his 
sword and ‘even spoke against 
using a literal sword to fight 
with, and gave them to under- 
stand that if they should kill 
with the sword they would in 
like manner be killed with a 
sword. Paul tells us that the 
sword we should take with us 
is the Word of God. We are not 
to use carnal weapdhs. but we 
are to cut down sin and Satan 
on every hand by the Word of 
God. The Word of God is quick 
and powerful, and sharper than 
any twoedged sword, piercing 
even to the dividing asunder of 
the soul and spirit, and of the 
joints and marrow, and is a dis- 
cerner of thoughts and intents 
of the heart. 

The Word islike.an ingraft. 
Sometimes .a nurseryman puts a 


graft ofa fine specie of fruit 


into an ordinary tree and the 
tree afterwards bears. fine, lusc- 


dous fruit. James says that we 


should receive the ingrafted 
word which is,able to,save our 
souls. Jas. 1:21. 

The Word of Godjis,as a mir- 
ror. Often when people desire 


‘| to appear neat they. look into.the 


mirror to see. if. certain garments 
are becoming to them. Also 
they look to. see if their face is 
clean, orif there is,anything 
about them that should not be 
there. So it is with tne Word 
of God, it reveals the fact, if 
there is. something in our lives 
that -should not -be there. It 
shows us how. to.live becoming 
lives, or lives,as becometh hoh- 
ness. It;points.out the dirty and 
filthy things.and shows us how 
to live clean-lives. “If any be 
a hearer. of the word, and.not.a 
doer, he.is like.unto.a man be- 
holding his natural face.in a 
glass. For he.beholdeth -him- 
self, and -goeth ‘his way, —and 
straightway forgetteth, what 
manner of man he was.” 

The Word of God is as_ milk 
which, if young Christians will 
drink, it will make them to be- 
come strong, so they may at a 
more mature age in the Lord 
and Christian experience be 
able to take meat. Listen to 
what Peter says, “As new born 
babes, desire the sincere milk of 


the word, that ye may grow 


thereby.” ss 

The writer of Hebrews said 
that he had many things to say 
to the Hebrews about Melchise- 
dec, but hard to be uttered, see- 
ing they were dullof hearing. 
While they should have been 
teachers, they were such as had 
need of milk .and not strong 
meat, for strong meat belongeth 
If we 
will continue to use the sincere 


milk we shall grow in grace and

den mysteries, other words, take 
strong meat.

The law 
has revealed the fact to them 
that they are sinners and the 
hardness of their hearts’and the 
stubbornness of their wills, the 
dissatisfaction of life, and yet 
they are totally unsaved. You 
can say to the multitudes, “God 
says to remember the Sabbath 
day to keep it holy,” and they 
will look you in the face and 
tell you that.is true.
